GOES UP HERE 


Loaf Now Costs Ten Cents— 


Bakers Expect Another 
Increase 


The price of bread in Edmonton 
has been increased one cent a loaf, 
according to an announcement 
made by all the loca! bakeries yes- 
terday. The price now is ten cents 
a loaf. The higher prices of wheat | 
is given as the cause of the increase 
which follows a similar movement 
in most of the cities of Canada. 

Even higher prices may be ex- 
pected, according to the bakers, as 
several sicres are seid to be selling 
below the current cost because of 
having had flour on hand 

It is pointed out that the atand- 
ard weight of the loaf in Edmonton 
is twenty ounces, while in many 
Western cities a sixteen or eighteen 
ounce loaf is sold for the samo 
price.
